No. 37-Pres./53. — The President has been pleased 
to award the Police Medal for gallantry to the under- 
mentioned officer of the Uttar Pradesh Police: — 

Name of the officer and rank.— Shri Triloki Nath 
Singh, Sub-Inspector, Civil Police, Fatehgarh District. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded. — On receipt of information on Novem- 
ber 29, 1951, that a dangerous gang Of dacoits had 
assembled in a garden near village Akberpur, Police 
Station Chhibramau, district Fatehgarh, to commit a 
dacoity in a neighbouring village in the night, Sub- 
Inspector Triloki Nath Singh, the then Station Officer 
of P. S. Chhibramau, immediately collected as many 
policemen as available at the thana and promptly 
proceeded to the spot. He surrounded the garden 
and then together with his second officer boldly 
rushed the dacoits’ postion. He was fired at and 
hit on the foot causing a lacerated wound in the heel 
and slightly damaging the bone. Undaunted he 
ounced upon the dacoits. His lead was followed 
y the rest of the police party with the most satis- 
factory result that the whole gang was captured, along 
with two imported D.B.B.L. 12 bore guns, 2 country- 
made guns, one country made pistol and a lot of 
ammunition. Among those captured were the 
notorious gang leaders Soney Lai and Ram Sanchi, 
besides other desperate criminals. All the dacoits 
were convicted and sentenced to terms of imprison- 
ment varying from 3 to 5 years' rigorous imprison- 
ment. 

Sub-Inspector Triloki Nath Singh displayed leader- 
ship and courage of a high order m successfully 
attacking a gang of armed desperadoes. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) 
of the rules governing the award of the Police Medal 
and consequently carries with it the special allowance 
admissible to officers of and below the rank of 
Inspector of Police as provided in rule No. 5. 

No. 38-Pres./53. — The President has been pleased 
to award the Police Medal for gallantry to the under- 
mentioned officer of the Patiala and East Punjab 
States Union Police: — 

Name of the officer and rank.- — Shri Gurcharan 
Singh, Officiating Assistant Sub -Inspector, PEPSU 
Police. 

Statement of services for ivhich the decoration has 
been awarded.— On the lfith.end 17th November, 1951. 
Sri Gurcharan Singh, Assistant Sub-Inspector effected 
the arrest of three dacoits who were wanted in a 
number of cases of robbery, dacoity, murder, abduc- 
tion and rape. He also recovered a woman who had 
been abducted by these outlaws. As a result of 
skilful interrogation of the arrested persons, the 
Assistant Sub-Inspector secured information regarding 
a fourth member of the gang, Mukhtiara, who was 
reported to be armed with a .303 bore service rifle and 
to have taken shelter in a sugar cane field. All the 
force that the Assistant Sub-Inspector could muster 
was two villagers who happened to have firearms of 
their own. The Assistant Sub-Inspector and his two 
companions took up position around the sugar cane 
field. They then called out to Mukhtiara to surren- 
der, but received no response. The outlaw attempted 
to escape from the field, but the Assistant Sub- 
Inspector, at very great risk to his personal safety, 
foild this attempt and overpowered Mukhtiara before 
he had a chance of opening fire. After he was secur- 
ed, a service rifle of .303 bore and 21 cartridges were 
recovered from him. 

Throughout these operations, Assistant Sub-Inspector 
Gurcharan Singh showed conspicuous courage and a 
very high sense of duty.

(a) integrating the plans of outside agencies with 
those of the National Health authority; 

(b) analysing the total health situation so as to 
ensure co-ordination of effort between various 
outside agencies; 

(c) ensuring that the efforts of outside agencies 
complement or supplement each other; 

(d) obtaining a continuity of programming 
between those agencies committed to shorter- 
term programmes and those undertaking 
long-term programmes; and 

(e) ensuring the joint planning of programmes 
in which both bilateral and multi-lateral 
agencies are engaged.
